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Widow, 86, takes on insurance hustlers 


WASHINGTON — Unscrupulous 
health-insurance hucksters may have 
met their match in Lillian Simmons, 
a deceptively unassuming 86-year- 
old’ widow who recently pulled up 
stakes in Nevada and moved to Wash- 
ington, D.C 

She is one of the elderly investiga- 
tors working for a congressional sub- 
committee looking into the fast-talk- 
ing salesmen who sell “Medigap” 
insurance policies to senior citizens 
— whether they need the additional 
coverage or not. 

About 75 percent of Americans 
over 65 buy such policies to bridge the 
gap between Medicare benefits and 
the actual cost of their health care. 
What the subcommittee — and inves- 
tigators like Lillian Simmons 
wanted to find out was how many in- 
surance salesmen were prepared to 
use high-pressure tactics to scare the 
elderly into buying unneeded 
coverage. 

Simmons, who already held an ade- 
quate Medigap policy, invited 12 
salesmen in to give her advice on 
health-insurance coverage. She didn’t 
tell them she was working for the sub- 
committee, headed by 85-year-old 
Rep. Claude Pepper, D-Fla. 

at. she wasn’t exactly furtive 
about her operation, either. Two sub- 
committee staffers were present 
throughout the sales pitches — one of 
them armed-with-note pad-and. cam. 
era. This didn’t faze the salesmen. 
Here are the highlights described in 
the subcommittee’s report, reviewed 
by our associate Stewart Harris 

— One salesman tried to sell Sim- 
mons a policy that would have cost 
her more than-$t,000-a year-—and 
failed to tell her that the policy could 
expire in 10 years whether she used it 
or not. “So essentially,” the report ex- 
plained, “she could pay up to $11,000 
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in 10 years and have the policy can- 
celed before she used it.” 

— One salesman simply ducked 
Simmons’ questions on whether his 

icy would cover her for nursing- 
home care or for Alzheimer's disease 
He also neglected to mention that his 
policy — which cost $400 more than 
her existing Medigap policy — would 
not give her coverage for prescrip: 
tion-drugs, pre-existing conditions or 
care outside the country, as her cur- 
rent policy did 

— One Salesman, cornered by Sim 
mons’ persistent, informed questions, 
lamely begged off answering her spe- 
cific points because he rarely sold the 
particular policy he had come to sell 
Then he explained that, despite his 
own unfamiliarity with the policy, it 
was such a hot item that he had just 
given away his last brochure “TH 
probably get two more calls for it to- 
day,” he lamented. 

— One salesman tried scare tactics 
on-Simmons.-He told her about a 
friend in Florida whose $30,000 in un- 
expected medical bills had ruined her 
— a fate that could have been pre- 
vented by the policy he was trying to 
sell Simmons. But he also told her 
that his policy's coverage would be-

—girsixweeks- after shes 
premiums. The fine print showed that 


coverage didn’t start for six months. 
— Only one out of the 12 insurance 
salesmen told Simmons that her ex-

isting coverage was adequate. He 
checked her Medigap policy and said 
his company couldn't do any better 
“You're doing OK with what you'ye 


__got.” were his parting words. 


BUGS AND BUDGET CUTS: The 
federal government hasn't funded 
hospital testing of disinfectants since 
1982, and only four states have main. 
tained testing programs since. The 
rest depend on manufacturers 
claims. But since federal support of 
tests was dropped, 3,300 new djsinfec- 
tants have come.on the market, and 
some of them are apparently ineffec- 
tive. 

WATCH ON WASTE: When a veter- 
an's widow remarries, her federal 
benefits are supposed to end. But the 
Veterans Administration's inspector 
general compared Virginia marriage 
records with the agency's records of 
payments to surviving spouses, and 
found 64 widows who had not report- 
ed their remarriages from 1978 to 
1983. They had continued to draw 
benefits of $500 to $1,500 a month, for 
a total of almost $1 million. Based on 
the Virginia survey, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration investigators concluded 
that as many as 1,820 widows nation: 
wide pocketed a total of $27.8 million 
they were not entitled to over that

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Legislation that rewrites domestic 
violence law in Illinois and-gives 
more protection to a wider range of 
abuse victims was-signed into law 
‘Aug. 21 by Gov. James R. Thomp- 
Son. It takes effect immediately 

“Domestic violence is a serious 
crime against the individual and 
‘society, a crime that produces fami- 
ly problems that sometimes end 
tragically and are always felt by 
society. Illinois has been active in 
the domestic violence issue since I 
signed the first Domestic Violence 
Act four years ago,”’ the governor 
said. 

“Tt is more than a cri 
or law enforcement issue: It-is—a 
human rights issue,” he said 
**House Bill 2409 broadens the rights 
of spouses, the elderly, children and 
others to live without the fear of 
physical abuse, harassment or 
intimidation.” . 


Under the measure Thompson 
signed at a domestic violence shelter 
for women, the scope of the 1982 act 
is widened, giving more protection 
to abuse victims, expanding the 
definitions of abuse and clarifying 
the legal procedures used in protec-

ting and assisting abuse victims. 

He said that even with the new 
law, more needs to be done to apply 
its provisions. He said that while 
shelters such.as the one in which he 
signed HB 2409 receive finanical 
support from the General Reyenue 
Fund, another revenue source was 
eliminated earlier this year when 
the Supreme Court ruled a sur- 
charge on marriage licenses 
unconstitutional. 

Administration officials are conti- 
nuing to meet with representatives 
from groups such as the Illinois 
Coalition Against Domestic Violence 
to find another revenue source. In 
the meantime, he noted that in the 
fiscal year 1987 budget he approved 
last month, shelters in Hlinois will 
receive $2.1 million, a 26 percent 
increase.

U.S. Sen. Alan’ Dixon, D-Ilinois, 
has characterized his Republican 
ment as casting herself as a 
‘“Subber stamp’’ for President

Dixon said he recognized 
Reagan's personal popularity in Il- 
linois and “I don’t want to get ina 
shouting match with President 
Reagan.”

Illinois Attorney General Neil 
Hartigan last week hailed and took 
some of the credit for Norfolk 
Southern Railroad’s decision to 
withdraw its bid to purchase the 
government-owned Conrail system. 

Hartigan lobbied against the pro- 

sale to Norfolk Southern in 
testimony before Congressional 
committees last fall and also urged 
other state attorneys general to op- 
pose it. 

‘He contended the sale would have 
created an anti-competitive 
monopoly in 56 Illinois counties, in- 
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Rail merger dropped; Hartigan says 
it would have hurt this region, state -— 


Southern had plans to divert major 
traffic away from Chicago and the 
East St. Louis area to Kansas City if 
it acquired Conrail. 

Hartigan also alleged Norfolk 
Southern had plans to eliminate up 
to 1,000 Conrail jobs in [linois, and 
predicted a rise in shipping rates by 
as much as 25 percent — if the sale 
had gone through — that would par- 
ticularly hurt Illinois farmers. 

Hartigan also credited lobbying by 
other competitive railroads, par- 
ticularly Illinois Central Gulf and 
Chicago Northwestern, and railroad 
employees’ unions as leading to Nor-

BARTON WAS found guilty 
April on two counts of bribery in- 
volving money he received from a 
Bend road area land owner, William 
Nichols, who sought a-special use 
permit in 1982. 

In the sentencing Friday, 
Ferguson gave Barton two years of 
probation on each count, with the 
terms to run concurrently. 

The judge noted that the case did 
not involve Barton's official duties. 

SPECIAL PROSECUTOR Bruce 
Locher has been sentenced to spend 
time behind bars, while the con- 
victed official, Barton, has_ not. 
Locher is to spend two weekends in 
jail due to his attempts to get 
Madison County to pay his fees; he 
was ruled in contempt of court.

FINC IAL, which began 
Aug. 25, was separated from that of 
the other defendants, over Locher’s 
objection. The trial date of a fifth 
person, Robert Quinn, has not been 
set. 

Romani on Thursday acquitted 
Finck on a Charge of obstructing 
justice. On Friday morning, in a 
directed verdict, he dismissed a 
charge of official misconduct, 

The obstruction of justice count in- 
volved Finck’s alleged order to 
“white out’’ essment changes 
made for several auto dealerships. 

A clerk, Joy Ruebhausen, testified 
she mistakenly believed the Board 
of Review had already acted on the 
changes before she entered them 

LOCHER, of Springfield, argued 
the white-outs were made to conceal 
assessments being illegally reduced, 

Dave Croft of Croft Motors, Col- 
linsville, testified he had given Bar- 
ton $700 in exchange for a lowered 
assessment and had repaired Bar- 
ton’s motor home free at lest 15 
times. Croft was given a grant of im- 
munity from prosecution. y 

Secretly recorded conversations 
bétween Robert Carter, a lawyer 
who assisted authorities with the in- 
vestigation, and defendants in the 
case were played in court last week. 

In a Feb. 23, 1984, telephone con- 
yersation, Gerald Bassett, who was 
a deputy in Barton’s office, told 
Carter, ‘‘Finck knows about the 
fund, but he doesn’t know who 
contributed.” 

AN ALTON car dealer who sought 
a reduction in his 1983 valuation 
testified he was asked by Gerald 
Bassett to give to Barton’s legal 
defense fund. 

The dealer, William T. Roberts, 
testified that in August 1982 he en- 
countered Finck, who asked him 
how his business was doing. Roberts 
said he told Finck the auto business 
was “tough.” He said Finck sug- 
gested Roberts might appeal his 
assessment on the basis of hardship. 

Roberts said he discussed the mat- 
ter with his lawyer, Carter, who 
later told him it was too late to ap- 
peal the 1982 assessment. £ 

IN 1983, Roberts said, he en- 
countered Gerald Bassett, who sug- 
gested he seek an assessment reduc- 
tion. Roberts said he again asked 
Carter to seek a reduction. 

Barton later came to Roberts’ of- 
fice and asked that he contribute to 
the defense fund, Roberts said. He 
said he told Carter of the meeting 
and he and Carter later met with so- 
meone from the state’s attorney’s 
staff. 

Under cross-examination by 
Finck’s attorney, William Sher- 
wood, Roberts said Finck never 
solicited any money from him. 

Carter, called as a witness by 
Locher, testified Gerald Bassett 
came to his office on Oct. 5, 1983, and 
told him the assessment of Roberts’ 
business would be reduced by-one- 
third, and that a $500 to $600 con- 
tribution to Barton’s defense fund 
would be appreciated. 

CARTER SAID he called Bassett 
on Nov. 22, 1983, and told him 
Roberts was balking at making a 
contribution. 

Carter said Bassett told him ‘‘out 
of the blue” that the assessment ot 
Roberts’ Godfrey home would be cut 
by $10,000, saving him $500 to $600.

Objections voiced agai

CHOUTEAU — More than 75 peo- 
ple came to Chouteau Township Hall 
during threatening weather Aug. 26 
to hear Township Attorney Jim 
Sinclair explain aspects of the new 
state law about annexation. 3 

The meeting was arranged by the 
Chouteau Citizens Club 

Robert Lekrone of the Citizens 
Club invited Township Supervisor 
Morris Miles to make an opening 
statement. z 

“As your township supervisor, I’m 
totally opposed to Granite City an- 
nexing anything in Chouteau into 
Granite City,” Miles said. ‘‘When 
Granite City annexes, we lose our 
township.”” 

‘People call me on the phone ask- 

ing, ‘What does it mean?’ and ‘What 
are you going to do about it?"”” Miles 
said. . 
Miles said Sinclair would present 
alternatives the township could pur- 
sue to prevent annexation of 
Chouteau Township territory by 
Granite City. 

Lekrone, who is also a township 
trustee, said, ‘‘Morris won't commit 
the Township Board, but I will 
We're all against this.” 

Lekrone called for questions from 
the audience for the attorney 

All questions and comments 
directed to Sinclair related to keep- 
ing Chouteau Township boundaries 
intact. 

Sinclair said the new legislation 
provides some relief for townships 
threatened with loss of territory 
because of annexations by a coter- 
minus townships. 








“J don’t know if it will make a dif- 
ference in the particular annexa- 
tions we are talking about,” Sinclair 
said. : 

Granite City filed its intent to an- 
nex a portion of Chouteau Township 
on Aug. 8 one day before Gov. 
James Thompson signed the new bill 
into law. 

A hearing will be held in Edward- 
sville regarding Granite City’s peti- 
tion Sept. 4. 

“The position the city has taken is 
they will request that an election be 
held in the Specified territory,” 
Sinclair said. ‘‘Granite City is pro- 
bably hoping for it to be on the ballot 
for the genera] election in 
November.” 

Sinclair said the voters in the area 
affected are the only ones who will 
get to vote on annexation. 

“If the majority vote against it, 
there is no annexation,” Sinclair 
said. “If the vote is ‘yes,’ the court 
will notify the city officials who can 
then decide to annex or not.” 

Sinclair said there are two ways to 
stop the annexation. If the court 
finds Granite City’s petition not in 
order, it is possible it could be 
disallowed. 

“The other way is if you folks can 
organize people to vote against_an- 


nexation; it would be-~dead-forat_ 


least.22 months.” 

Sinclair said there are four ways & 
coterminus city can annex: 

@ The city can file for an election 
in the area. 

e If 51 percent of the voters in the 
area and all of the property owners 
petition to be annexed, the annexa- 
tion can go forward without an elec- 
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nst annexing 


tion. If all of the property owners 
will not agree, 51 percent of the 
voters and 51 percent of the owners 
can file for a court hearing that 
could override the property owners 
who object. 

© The city can pass an ordinance 
to ‘annex a particular territory. 
There is a court hearing where in- 
terested parties can object. 

A property owner can ask to be 
annexed into the city. 

“It is not in every instance that an 

election is held where people get to 
vote,”* Sinclair said. 
Albert Lesko, who lives near the 
Tri-Cities Speedway asked, ‘‘Can an 
area create its own coterminus city 
and township?” 

“Theoretically, but as a practical 
interest, do you want to create 
another government a city 
government?” Sinclair said. “The 
reason most people live in Chouteau 
is because they like it the way it is. It 
may be that thé cure is as bad as the 
disease.” 

“If I’m not involved in the area be- 
ing annexed; how will it affect me?” 
asked Jean Meyer of Mitchell. 

“Assuming your township and fire 
protection district will have to main- 
tain the same level of services, there 
could be a higher burden on the pro- 


_ perty-owners who remain,” Sinclair 


said. He added that there are limits 
to the amount of taxes a township 
can levy. 


“What if I object to it costing me 
more?” Meyer said. 

“Tt looks like you wouldn't have 
any standing,” Sinclair said.

Governors seek single law on product 


Ina change of policy, the National 
Governors’ Association last week 
unanimously voted to adopt a resolu- 
tion sponsored by Illinois Gov 
James R. Thompson urging Con- 
gress to adopt a federal uniform pro- 
duct liability law. The group met at 
Hilton Head, S. 

“This represents a total reversal 
in policy for the nation’s governors. 
While it was not an y decision, 
the governors realize that the in- 
surance crisis has made it im- 
perative to remove the labyrinth of 
individual.state laws that hurt not 
only manufacturers but also cost- 
conscious consumers,’’ Thompson 
said. 

“At a time when businesses find 
themselves in stiff competition with 

foreign companies that don’t face 
the same legal roadblocks, it makes 
no sense to force a ladder maker, for 
example, to meet the liability re- 
quirements of 50 differént states. 
The homeowner who just wants to 
get a good, inexpensive ladder ends 
up paying not only for a ladder but 
also for the crazy-quilt system that 
the manufacturer faces in 50 
states.’ 


Thompson championed the issue 
before the Council of Great Lakes 
Governors in May and now was able, 
along with Gov. Edward DiPrete of 
Rhode Island, to push through an 
even stronger resolution before the 
full NGA. 


“T am not only going to continue 
urging our Congressional delegation 
to take action on a uniform law as T 
have in the past,” Thompson said, 
“but I plan to make sure that our 
business community rallies to the 
issue in the coming months.” 

















In other NGA action, the gover- 
nors approved Thompson's resolu- 
tion calling on the federal govern- 
ment to approve an additional $350 
million for clean-coal systems 
nationally. 











It urges Congress and the Presi- 
dent to provide the remaining 
dollars from a $750 million reserve 
for demonstration of ‘emerging 
systems that can effectively and 
economically control pollutants 
from coal-powered plants.” 

Illinois provides more state 
dollars than any state for projects 
that explore ways to clean coal.

GRANITE CITY — It all started 
to come together at the end of last 
season.. Hopefully, things will 

i come together earlier this season. 

That sums up the outlook for the 
Granite City Warriors as they 
prepare to open the 1986 football 
season this Friday night at home 
against Cahokia in a 7:30 game. 

Last year’s struggling 14 start 
was just a bitter memory by the 
end of the season, as the Warriors 
found some confidence and finish- 
ed with three straight wins and a 
4-4 mark. _ 

Now, with a proper mixture of 
experience and youth, head coach 
Ron Yates is hoping to put 
together a fine season in the tough 
Southwéstern Conference. 

“The schedule is tough,’’* said 
Yates, who enters his third season 
with a 7-8 career record at Granite 
City. ‘I can’t make a prediction on 
what our record might be. It could 
really be anywhere from 2-7 to 7-2, 
depending on what kind of breaks 
we get.” 

One factor making it tough is 
that only one of their SWC games 
is at home, and that one is Oct. 4 
when East St. Louis, the No, 1 high 
school football team in the nation, 
comes calling. 

Yates wasn’t 100 percent setona 
starting lineup for the Cahokia 
game before last Friday night's 
intra-squad scrimmage at 
Memorial Stadium, but he had a 
pretty good idea of who the can- 
didates would be on offense. 

Tim Hogan returns for his senior 
year at quarterback. Although one 
of the smaller quarterbacks 
around (5-9, 170), Tim is a com- 
petitor with the ability to;come up 
with a big play. 

“Tim has matured mentally a 
lot from last year,”’ Yates said. 
“He’s a tremendous competitor, 
and he can cause problems for the 
other team both throwing and 
running. 

“My only concern with a 
quarterback that size is if he can 
last the whote year without getting 
beat up too much. But he’s tough.” 

Tim completed 43 of 100 passes 
last year for 645 yards and seven 
touchdowns. His favorite target, 
as usual, will be twin brother 
Jamie at split end. The two com- 
bined for 24 receptions in 1985 for 
460 yards, an impressive 19.2 
yards per catch, While Tim got an 
honorable mention on the All-SWC 
team, Jamie was first team, as 
scored six touchdowns and was 
third in the area in receiving 
yardage.

“Jamie had a fine year last 
season,”’ Yates said. ‘But he 
wants to have a better one this 
year. He likes to catch the ball 
anywhere on the field. Of course, 
Tim looks for him a lot and they 
know each other well.”” 

The transition in the backfield 
behind Tim Hogan is a major one, 
as the Warriors lost four running 
backs td graduation who combined 
for 1,227 yards on 231 carries and 
10 touchdowns. That quartet of 
Dave Tatum, Pat Keeling, Ron 
Owens and Fred Becker will be 


-missed, but Yates hopes to replace 


it with senior Dave Bamper at 
fullback, junior Terry Stanley at I- 
back and junior Kevin Sutphin at 
pro back 

““Lenny Whiteside will also be in 
the running at the I-back posi- 
tion,”’ Yates said. ‘‘He has a pinch- 
ed nerve right now, but he would 
probably be the starter there if he 
were healthy.” 

Yates said the running backs as 
a unit don’t have a great deal of 
speed, but he hopes that their good 
quickness and_execution from the 
offensive line will produce a 
strong ground game. 

“We've got to balance it out,”’ 
Yates said of the offense. “‘We 
can’t rely on the Hogans all the 
time in the passing game, and we 
can’t overload with the running 
game. You have to have the op- 
position feeling a respect for both 
to keep them off balance. 

“Because of the lack of speed, 
we know we won't get to the 
sidelines much unless it’s a sur- 
prise play. So we'll need to do well 
between the tackles

‘New’ coach leads Warrior

Breakfast, the meal _ that 
“breaks the fast’’ from the eve- 
ning before, often is called the 
most important meal of the day 

It means different things to dif- 
ferent people. Some people skip 
breakfast altogether, while others 
overindulge with a two or three- 
course meal. One’s attitude to- 
ward breakfast often reflects 
one’s attitude toward life as the 
day begins amid tasks to be ac- 
complished. 

Breakfast foods are» excellent 
sources of important nutrients. 
Therefore, it is advisable that 
something be eaten in the morn- 
ing, after the long night’s fast. 


low in calories, yet high in vita- 
mins and minerals. Good choices 
include oranges, grapefruit, 
peaches, plums and melons. 

Most breakfast cereals, except 
the granola variety, are low in fat 
and rich in nutrients. Be aware 
that sugar contents vary widely. 
Generally, if sugar is listed among 
the first ‘three ingredients, the 
cereal is high in sugar. 

Granola-type cereals often have 
three times.as many calories per 
cup as plain cereals. Many are 
made with coconut oil, palm oil or 
other highly saturated fats. Plain 
cereal topped with skim milk and 


pecially when breakfast needs to 
take little time, too. If there is an 
intolerance to milk, try topping 
cereal with orange juice. 
Traditional breakfasts often in- 
clude eggs either as a main course 
or as an important ingredient. One 
egg yolk contains. about 250 milli- 
_grams of cholesterol. Since the 
American Heart Association rec- 
ommends limiting cholesterol in- 
take to less than 300 milligrams 
per day, it is best to restrict egg 
yolk intake to ‘two or less per 
week. ; 
On the other hand, egg whites or 
egg substitutes can be used rather 


whites are less expensive than egg 


substitutes, and thus should * be- 


used in such foods as waffles or 
hotcakes, when a yellow coloring 
is not needed. 

Toaster-ready or microwave 
breakfast entrees should be se- 
lected carefully and seldom used. 
Many are loaded with saturated 
fats and cholesterol.

Although not picked by jthe New 
York legislature to attend the 
Philadelphia convention, he shared 
with Hamilton the chief honors for 
persuading his own state’s hostile 
ratifying convention to support the 
Constitution without conditional 
amendments. 

Appointed by President George 
Washington to be the first chief 
justice of the United States Supreme 
Court, Jay issued_a_ series of 
audaciously nationalist expositions 
of the Constitution. 

When he traveled on circuit, as 
Supreme Court justices were re- 
quired by law to do in those days, he 
made a point of expounding his na- 
tionalist views of the Constitution. 

With rare courage, he informed 
the Richmond grand jury that Virgi- 
nians were — by the terms of the 
Treaty of 1783 with Great Britain — 
obligated to pay pre-war debts owed 
to British subjects. 

He struck boldly at the actions of 
state legislatures and individuals 
who for a dozen years had sought to 
circumvent the treaty by stay laws, 
paper money and legal tender laws. 
Such actions, Jay declared, serious- 
ly damaged’ America’s reputation 
and credibility. 

His views of national supremacy 
were voiced in two notable cases. In 
the first case, Chisholm v. Georgia, 
Jay held for the first time that a 
State could be sued by a citizen of 
another state — a point on which the 
Constitution is ambiguous. The deci- 
sion elicited a torrent of protest from 
the various state legislatures and 
the quick passage of the 11th Amend- 
ment making states immune to such 
suits. 

In the second case, Glass v. Betsey 


(1794), Jay asserted the full power of . 


the United States District Court, 
under its admiralty jurisdiction, to 
determine the legality of prize ships 
brought into ports of the U.S. This is 
still considered a landmark case as 
a vindication of national rights. 


In 1794, Washington dispatched 
Jay to England to resolve a whole 
series of outstanding differences 
with the mother country. Jay got the 
British to agree to withdraw their 
troops from the American frontier 
posts they still occupied, but in the 
opinion of many Americans the 
gains were meager and the treaty 
was only ratified after a resounding 
battle in Congress. 


On his return to New York from 
his second diplomatic mission, Jay 
found that in his absence he had 
been elected the state’s governor, 
which post he held until 1801. In that 
-.pacity one of his most notable acts 
was to sign a law for the gradual en- 
ding of slavery in the state, a cause 
to which he had been intensely 
devoted for many years. 

In his long retirement at his coun-
